conservative. He is also apt 
to oppose changes on the 
basis of his pocketbook or 
social position, not because 
he feels they are bad for ALL 
the people. 
Believers in democracy 
and freedom from slavery 
are, by the definition above, 
L IB E R A L S . 
Therefore, 
being labeled “ liberal” is 
the highest compliment a 
citizen of these United States 
can have. Many who are 
descended from “ liberal” 
who fought for freedom are 
often the most vociferous in 
labeling anyone with views 
opposed to theirs. And they 
use the term “ liberal” in 
very scathing manner. Do 
they feel their ancestors 
were dirty old men?

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Set Policies Govern Realtors 


Top Priorities Favor Client From Tax Burden 


The National Assn. of Realtors, its 
newly-expanded membership base of 
half-a-m illion R ealtors and R ealtors 
Associates making it the largest business 
association in the world, has adopted a 
program of legislative, political, social 
and economic action on behalf of the 
nation's 80,000.000 property owners. 
The top-priority goals which the 
Realtors have set for themselves include: 
support of legislative action for short and 
long-term relief of the crisis in mortgage 
credit; relief for taxpayers from excessive 
tax 
burdens on 
real 
property, 
and 
equitable adm inistration of the property 
tax laws; cooperation with government, 
industry and other elem ents of society in 
the current national effort to achieve self- 
sufficiency in en erg y ; 
and special 
assistance through legislation to low- 
income families by means of a housing 
allowance program for purchase or rental 
of new and existing houseing. 
In 
addition, according to a policy 
statem ent which they issued at their 
recent national convention in Washington. 
D. C., the Realtors intend to involve 
them selves actively 
in 
environmental 
decision-making. They feel that com­ 
m erce, industry and government should 
make their operations compatable with 
improvement of the total environment, 
while avoiding extrem e m easures that 
would introduce serious economic and 
social restrictions and subordinate local 
autonomy and individual rights. 
The Realtors support protection of the 


consumer from deceptive interstate land 
sales transactions, but recommend that 
commercial and industrial transactions be 
exempt from the Interstate Land Sales 
Full Disclosure Act of 1968. They feel that 
such protection is unnecessary in such 
transactions, because of the sophistication 
of the parties involved, and that com­ 
pulsory disclosure interferes with the 
competitive need for confidentiality in 
business transactions. 
The Realtors have called upon the 
Congress and the Federal Reserve Board 
to deny permission for the performance of 
real 
e sta te 
b ro k erag e, 
leasing, 
m anagem ent, and other real estate ser­ 
vices by banks, bank holding companies 
and savings and loan service corporations. 
The Realtors believe that the strict code of 
business ethics to which they subscribe 
demands that there be a sharp distinction 
between the roles of lenders and users of 
money, so as to avoid any conflict of in­ 
terest. 
Recognizing the immediate need for a 
policy of planning for land use by state and 
local governments in areas of critical 
environmental 
concern 
and 
in 
areas 
impacted by key public facilities, Realtors 
nonetheless oppose the use of federal 
money and sanctions to coerce state and 
local governments in the development of 
such plans. They also oppose the con­ 
fiscatory use of moratoriums on land use, 
and advocate legislative provisions for 
prompt and fair compensation for people 
whose property interests are adversely 


affected by land use legislation. 
Another area that causes concern to 
Realtors is tax reform legislation now 
before Congress that 
would disallow 
deductibility of real property taxes and 
interest costs during construction and the 
deductibility of interest on home m or­ 
tgages. Realtors oppose the elimination of 
these tax incentives which make real 
estate competitive with other forms of 
investment because they believe that such 
a move would reduce the number of 
housing units produced, and, since tax 
incentives are ordinarily passed along to 
tenants, would mean thatthe rent on a 
$200-a-month apartm ent would have to be 
raised by $22.37 to give the owner the same 
return on his investment. 
Instead, R ealtors have urged the 
Congress to amend the International 
Revenue Code so as to provide realistic 
real 
e sta te 
depreciation 
policies, 
eliminate discrim inatory limitations on 
interest deductibility, permit income tax 
deductions for real 
estate 
taxes 
on 
residences, and allow limited deductions 
for costs of preventing deterioration of 
residences. 
Realtors advocate a federal disaster 
program which provides relief to victims 
of natural disasters and the prevention of 
serious loss in the event of such disasters. 
At the sam e time they urge that the 
Federal Housing Administration be freed 
of its housing subsidy responsibilities and 
returned to its original role ofunderwriter 
of 
econom ically 
sound 
m ortgages. 


Realtors oppose the imposition of artificial 
legislative or adm inistrative limits on 
necessary real estate closing costs, but 
advocate 
the 
application 
of 
uniform 
licensing requirem ents in the real estate 
business. 
The Realtors have formulated a code for 
equal opportunity in housing which 
pledges them to offer equal service to all 
clients or prospective clients without 
regard to race, religion, color, national 
origin, or sex; and to refrain from any 
activity which is intended to induce panic 
selling. They opose any regulation which 
would inhibit a free and open hocusing 
m arket, and endorse strict compliance 
with the spirit as well as the letter of the 
fair housing law s."

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Advance Sleuthing Un rave Is Mystery 


You Will Know What Happens At Mortgage Closing 


It doesn t take Sherlock Holmes to 
unravel the mystery of what happens at 
your home mortgage closing. You can do 
the job with some advance sleuthing of 
your own. 
What you need is up-to-date information 
on closing costs and practices in your 
community. Local closing charges and 
customs 
differ from 
place to place. 
Equipped with the necessary facts, you 
can better prepare for this important step 
into home ownership. 
The Texas Land Title Assn. suggests 
that you begin by contacting a local real 
estate broker, title company executive, 
mortgage lender, attorney, or other expert 
for guidance well in advance of closing. 
Since the purchase of a home is the largest 
investment most people ever make-and 
since you probably will pay some of the 
closing costs--it’s worth the trouble to 
learn how closing makes possible a secure 
and valid land transfer. 
Basically, closing is where you receive 
title to your home, and where the seller 
receives his purchase money. It’s where 
your final mortgage papers are signed; 
where the commitment to insure your title 
and other insurance papers are received; 
and where work is set in motion to record 
the documents and pay for the taxes and 
services to properly complete the tran­ 
saction. Among the items found on buyer 
and seller settlement sheets at closing are 
payments for hours of work by people you 
may never see, but whose services are 


necessary for your full ownership of real 
estate. 
Here are some examples of closing cost 
items that may be found on settlement 
sheets around the state. Not all of these 
are encountered in every locale. 
-The survey fee to verify boundaries of 
the property and check for encroachments 
and overlaps. 
-The 
charge 
for 
preparing 
the 
necessary real estate conveyance and 
mortgage loan documents. 
-The loan origination fee for lender 
origination expenses incurred in making 
your mortgage loan, and for other related 
lender services such as appraisal of the 
property and checking on your credit. 
--The termite inspection fee for in­ 
specting the property and making sure it 
is free of termite damage or that termite 
damage has been property repaired.

Taxes on property, including real 
property, today provide almost half of the 
total tax revenues of state and local 
governments in the tm ted States.

After 
being elected or appointed, such an 
assessor finds himself responsible for 
valuing huge amounts of residential and 
commercial property for tax purposes. If 
he overvalues a piece of property, he 
discriminates unfarily against one tax­ 
payer-^ 
he 
under-values 
it, 
he 
discriminates against other taxpayers. 
There is disagreement in the states as to 
whether assessors should be appointed or 
elected. In recent years there has been a 
trend toward making the office ap­ 
pointive, on the grounds that better 
qualifications can be required of an ap­ 
pointed official. On the other hand, those 
maintaining that the office should be 
elective insist that an office holder whose 
functions so directly and materially affect 


the interests of the taxpayer should be 
responsible to the voters 
Regardless of whether the assessor is 
appointeo or elected, available evidence 
indicates that where assessors are 
required 
to 
possess certain 
basic 
qualifications before entering office, or 
must attend school after entering office, 
they generally do a better job of ad­ 
ministering the property tax. 
In New Jersey and Wisconsin, for 
example, assessors are required to 
possess 
minimum 
educational 
qualifications (a tax assessor certificate 
in New Jersey, a college degree with 
emphasis upon courses in real estate, 
accounting and economics in Wisconsin) 
and to pass a qualifying examination 
before they are eligible to hold office. In 
Florida, assessors are urged, after their 
election, 
to take 
part 
in 
continuing 
education courses to improve their ap­ 
praising skills, and the state government 
annually checks on the accuracy of their 
appraisals. The U. S. Bureau of the Census 
reports that assessors in these states are 
doing a better-than-average job. 
The 
International 
Association 
of 
Assessing Officers conducts continuing 
education courses around the country, 
teaching assessors the latest appraisal 
techniques, changes in the law and- 
methods of evaluating new types of 
property. Some states hae set up similar 
courses through state universities and 
community colleges.

For Over 2,000 
Property Taxes Old 


For at least 2,300 years, taxation based 
upon real property has been a significant 
source of revenue for governments. 
In A ristotle’s time, Athens levied 
property taxes upon land and houses, as 
well as upon slaves, cattle, furniture and 
money. Land-based taxation was used 
extensively in medieval Europe, and the 
importance of this form of tax assessment 
has been considerable in the history of the 
United States. 
.Although real property taxation has 
been a durable institution, it has hardly 
been a popular one, especially in 
the 
United States. Real estate taxes were 
imposed only sporadically, usually during 
emergencies, in the American colonies, 
and it was not until well into the nineteenth 
century that they were generally adopted 
by the states on a uniform and universal 
basis. (An early Supreme Court decision 
had interpreted the Constitution as 
prohibiting the Federal Government from 
engaging in this type of taxation.) 
Today, however, property taxes, in­ 
cluding, real estate taxes, account for over 
$40 billion in revenue annually, or more 
than four-fifths of the total tax-revenues of 
local government in this country. 
Moreover, property taxes, until recently a 
matter primarily of state and local con­ 
cern, have become a national issue. 
The President has called for a study of 
the property tax by the Advisory Com­ 
mission on intergovernmental Relations, 
and his administration has indicated that 


it intends to make this type of taxation a 
priority issue in the current Congress. The 
Senate 
Sub-Committee 
on 
In ter­ 
governmental Relations has held hearings 
on the property tax, and the Supreme 
Court has handed down a far-reaching 
decision concerning the use of property 
taxes as the basis of financing of public 
schools. 
The authors of a 1973 report on property 
taxes prepared for the United States 
Chamber of Commerce say: “In spite of 
the unpopularity of the property tax, there 
is no reason to believe that the demise of 
the tax is just around the corner.” 
Recognizing the inevitability of real 
property taxation, the National Assn. of 
Realtors at its recent National Convention 
in Washington, D. C., proposed a number 
of reforms to make the 
tax 
more 
equitable The Realtors proposed: 
-The 
imposition 
of 
meaningful 
limitations on total real property taxes; 
-Insurance that revenue from real 
estate taxes be used for purposes related 
to real property; 
-Development of sources of revenue 
other than real property ; 
-Halting of the creation of further tax- 
exempt classes of property, and the 
reduction of present exemptions; 
-The taxation of mobile homes on a 
basis equivalent to real property ; and 
-The use of qualified tax assessors and 
recognized appraisal techniques in ap­ 
praising real property. 
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Widespread Tax Revolt Possible

Public concern over inequities in the 
present system is at its highest level in 


Joe Dan Robertson, president of the

“ The trend in recent years toward 
higher and higher home construction costs 
has kept many young couples from being 
able to own their own homes. The new 
regulation that I’m talking about is one in 
which the buyer will be able to make 
smaller loan payments in the early years 
abd then have larger payments later when 
his income has risen also,” Robertson 
said. 
The regulations describe the system in 


many years and grows more bitter with 
every day that appeals for reform go 
unheeded. 
“ The causes for this discontent are well 
documented. For too long, the average 
taxpayer in most states has been at the 
mercy of inexpert local officials, arbitrary 
bureaucracies, and privileged interests. 
Antiquated administrative practices and 
insufficient commitment

this way: the first payments may not be 
smaller than the actual amount of interest 
due on the prinicpal and then after five 
years, the payments must be large enough 
to fully amortize the loan.

There is little doubt that, of the major 
taxes used in the United States, the 
property tax is the most unpopular. One 
important reason for the almost universal 
dislike for this form of taxation is the 
general contempt in which the public 
holds its administration. The property tax 
has the well deserved reputation of being 
the most poorly-administered major tax in 
the country. 
At its recent convention in Washington, 
D. C., the National Assn. of Realtors urged 
local governments to make greater use of 
qualified assessors using recognized 
appraisal techniques, “ because local

jurisdictions have created inequities in 
assessment of real property.” 
The Realtors also urged state govern­ 
mental agencies to hold the creation of 
further tax-exempt areas and to develop 
programs for the reduction of existing 
property tax exemptions. In particular, 
the Realtors asked that properties of the 
federal and state governments and other 
tax-exempt institutions producing income 
from activities unrelated to the purposes 
of the institutions and receiving the 
benefit of local government services

For Financing 


In spite of the current shortage of home 
mortgage funds in most parts of the 
United States, there are still a variety of 
long-term credit sources which the 
prospective buyer of residential property 
should consider appraching. 
Not all types of lenders or loans are 
available in every community, but a brief 
outline of the current mortgage money 
market may provide some ideas about 
where to seek home financing. 
In approximate order of importance in 
terms of volume of home mortgages 
handled are the following kinds of lending 
institutions: savings and loan associations, 
commercial 
banks, 
Federal 
credit 
agencies, mutual savings banks, state and 
local credit 
agencies, 
life 
insurance 
companies, state and local retirement 
funds, real estate investment trusts, and 
private non-insured pension funds. 
Savings and loan associations usually 
offer 75. 80 and 90-percent loans, amor­ 
tized over 25 or 30 years. Their 90-percent 
loans are frequently limited to about 
$30,000 payable in 25 years. Insurance 
companies and pension funds usually offer 
75 percent loans payable in up to 30 years. 
The two chief federal home credit 
agencies, the Federal Housing Ad­ 
ministration and the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration, have a number of programs 
for insuring home loans. It should be noted 
that these agencies are limited by law to 
comparitively low ceilings on interest 
rates on loans which they insure. This 
factor, coupled with the delay and red tape 
frequently involved in getting government 
backing for loans, makes some sellers 
reluctant to deal with he FHA or VA. 
FHA downpayment requirements are: 
three percent of purchase price up to 
$15,000; from $15,000 to $25,000, IO percent 
of thedifference .Dver $25,000, 20 percent of 
difference plus $1,450. Maximum loan 
amount on a single family house is $33,000 . 
two-and-three-family. 
$35,750; 
four- 
family, $41,250. 
FHA-VA loans for single-family houses 
are available to veterans, with $200 down 
payments up to $15,000; from $15,000 to 
$25,000, IO percent of the amount over 
$15,(KH) plus $200; over $25,000, 15 percent

of amount over $25,000 plus $1,200. Loans 
with no downpayment and no mortgage 
insurance premiums are still available to 
honorably discharged veterans of World 
War* II. 
VA*guaranteed 
loans 
are 
especially att! active because the agency 
does not have a dollar limit as does the 
FHA. 
Secondary mortgage money, which can 
have the effect of reducing downpayment 
requirements, 
is available 
through 
Government 
National 
Mortgage 
Assocation (GNMA, or “ Ginny Mae ) 
backed loans, in ample supply through 
conventional lending institutions. 
In states which have usury limits set at 
unrealisitieally low levels, conventional 
mortgage money is almost unavailable, 
unless the borrower is willing to make 
some concessions, such as the paying of 
“ points” or discounts, or agreeing to 
deposit money in an account with the 
lending institutions which will pay less 
than the highest available interest rates, 
thus compensating the lender for lending 
money at below the usury level. (State 
usury limits do not apply to FHA or VA~ 
backed loans.) 
Buyers of new homes can sometimes 
arrange for the builder to hold the deed 
under a contract which stipulates that a 
long-term mortgage will be found when 
money becomes cheaper. Another way in 
which a buyer may be able to hedge 
against long-term commitments at high 
interest rates is to find a lender who will 
agree to a variable interest rate, under 
which the current high price for money 
would be adjusted if and when the market 
drops. 
The incentive for the lender here is the 
fact that many borrowers would re­ 
finance anyway if a two or three-point 
interest rate improvement occured, so an 
offer to provide an escape clause keeps the 
loan with its originator. 
Another fact that prospective mortgage 
borrowers should keep in mind is that 
tight 
money 
conditions 
are 
more 
prevalent, by and large, in urban than in 
rural areas. Borrowers therefore may find 
better prospects for loans in small towns. 
Borrowers who have good incomes and 
good credit standing, but who are unable 
or unwilling to make large downpayments 
to finnance a home, should consider the 
Private Mortgage Insured loan or PM I. 
Under a PM I, insuring companies such as 
the Mortgage Guarantee Insurance 
Corporation insure the first 20 or 25 
percent of a mortgage loan to a lender. 
This enables many lending institutions 
which ordinarily would not make more 
than a 75 percent loan to lend up to 95 
percent of property cost without in­ 
creasing their own risk. 
When a borrower contacts a lending 
institution, he should first of all find out 
who is responsible for making home loans, 
then determine what kind of loans they 
have available. He should inquire about 
interest rates and amortization periods, 
and what percentage of a purchase price 
the lender w ill advance. He should find out 
about closing costs, discount 
points, 
escalation clauses, and penalty points. 
Are Joan applications to be mailed in, 
and what is the maximum amount they 
will lend? When do they appraise and what 
days does the loan committee meet? How 
fast is service on closing, and what in­ 
surance do they want? Is a second mor­ 
tgage or collateral deposit acceptable? A 
Realtor can be of great help to a 
prospective borrower in evaluating all of 
the relevant factors in making a sound 
home loan.

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Title Insurance Explained 


Gives Legal Right To Possession 


Since many people are unaware of what 
title insurance is and its importance to 
homeowners, here is a list of question and 
answers to help explain the subject. 


W hat is title insurance? 
Title insurance is the application of 
insurance principles to the hazards 
inherent in real estate titles. 
That's a legalistic definition. But in the 
near-century that title insurance has been 
used, no one in or out of the title insurance 
industry has ever been able to completely 
define title insurance in short, lay terms. 
Actually, the definition is the composite of 
the answers to the following questions. 


What is “ title” ? 
“ Title” is the foundation of ownership of 
property. It means that you have a legal 
right to possess that property and to use it 
w ithin 
the 
restriction 
imposed 
by- 
authorities or limitations on its use- 
superimposed 
on 
the 
basic 
right 
to 
possession by previous owners. 


W hy does buying a home differ from all 


tither purchases? 


No other property has a useful life that 
compares with the life of land. Owners die, 
new ones succeed, but land goes on 
forever. Owners on goods may change 
their location at will, but land is im­ 
movable. 
Being both permanent and immovable, 
it lends itself to the absorption of in­ 
numerable rights. Over the ages, this so 
impressed lawyers and jurists that they 
formed a separate body of laws for land. 
These laws creating many types of rights 


in land, are so numerous and so complex 
that it is impossible for there to be a 
mathematical certainty of ownership 


W hat are some of the lim itations and 


restrictions commonly imposed on land? 


There are many common encumbrances 
placed on land. 
The most common is a mortgage. As 
long as the mortgage or any portion of it is 
outstanding, only a limited title can be 
passed. Other common limitations are the 
granting of the right to cross the property 
with electric and telephone lines; an 
underground cable or sewer line. A family 
burial plot establishes a sanctified spot for 
all time. An ordinance may restrict land to 
residential 
use; 
or, 
it 
may 
prohibit 
construction of a building closer than a 
specified number of feet from the street 
line. These are just a few of the many 
limitations that are placed on the use of 
land. 


What is meant by a title defect? 
Boiled down, a title defect is anything in 
the entire history of ownership of a piece of 
real estate which may encumber the 
owner’s right to the “ peaceful enjoyment” 
of the property or w-hich may cause him to 
lose any portion of his property. 


Is 
title 
insurance 
alw ays 
used 
in 


property transfers? 


No. Sometimes an abstract of title is 
considered sufficient by the purchaser. 
Sometimes only a deed (usually a General 
Warranty Deed) is required. And in other 
cases an attorney will offer his opinion or 
certificate of title which a purchaser 


might accept as sufficient to protect him. 


Why isn t an attorney's opinion suf­ 
ficient if he has examined the title? 


First, there are many title defects which 
even the most astute title examination will 
not uncover. Then, chance of recovery in 
the event of a title loss in this case depends 
entirely upor the solvency of the attorney 
examing the title and 
the attorney’s 
liability is limited to errors and oversights 
that would not be made by a diligent at­ 
torney. The attorney is not liable for loss 
caused by hidden defects. 


W hy won’t a General W arran ty Deed 


fully protect m e? 


With a General -Warranty Deed the 
grantor can pass on to the grantee only- 
such title as he holds. It is true that if title 
fails, the purchaser may have, under some 
circumstances, a cause of action against 
the grantor but his chance of recovery is 
dependent entirely upon the financial 
ability of the grantor to pay at the time 
that judgment is acquired-often. after a 
long and expensive court action. Title 
insurance is a corporate guarantee of a 
company operating under the rules and 
regulations of the insurance commission 
or other state agency. The security af­ 
forded by any policy is controlled by the 
integrity and financial structure of the 
company issuing the policy. 


W h at’s wrong with an abstract? 
Nothing-so far as it goes. However, an 
abstract is simply a condensed version of 
the recorded documents affecting title to 
property. The limitations on the liability of 


an abstracter who issues an abstract are 
the same as those of an attorney who 
issues an opinion of title. 


The contract I signed makes the sale 


subject to title to the property being good. 
Doesn't that protect m e? 


Only superficially. The seller cannot be 
sure the title is good. Even a perfect- 
looking title can be seriously defective 
because of 
hidden 
defects. 
Then, 
if 
anything should happen to defect your 
title, your cause of action would be against 
the seller. Your chance of recovery would 
depend upon your finding him, suing him, 
winning the suit and. finally, whether or 
not he was able to pay a judgment against 
him. In any event, your attorney’s fees 
and expenses would be a loss to you 


W hat about the real estate broker: if he 


says the title is good isn’t that enough? 


No. He can’t be sure, either, that the title 
is good. 
No one can. 
The 
m ortgag e 
len d er 
is 
usually- 


represented by an attorney. W on’t that 
attorney look out for my interests, too? 


Only coincidentally; only insofar as 
your interests and those of the mortgage 
lender are the same. 
Because he is 
retained by the lender, he must look after 
the lender’s interest in any areas that 
might conflict with yours. You should have 
an attorney to represent you. too 


After I retain an attorney can’t he 


assure me that m y title is good? 


Every attorney knows that there are

The addition of approxim ately 400.000 
R e alto rs-A sso ciate s to the previous 
m em bership of 110.000 Realtors m akes the 
National Asse 
of Realtors the largest

Realtors and Realtors - A ssociates, are 
likely to com e to public attention with 
considerable frequency.

Realtors, and only Realtors, have pledged 
to observe the Code of Ethics prom ulgated 
by the National Assn. of Realtors, and 
adopted by local or state real estate 
boards which belong to the association, to 
govern the real estate practices of their 
m em bers. 
The term Realtor w as coined by Charles 
N. Chadbourn, a member of the Min­ 
neapolis real estate board, and 
w as

How does title insurance help protect 
my home investment? 
It places the assets of a corporation 
behind the title to your home If attacked, 
the title will be defended without cost to 
you and if the title, or any part of it. should 
be defective, you will be reim bursed, up to 
the face amount of your policy, for any 
financial loss incurred. 
How does title insurance protect both 
me and my heirs and d evisees? 
A title insurance policy covers from its 
effective date back to the origin of title. 
After the property has passed to your heirs 
or devisees, if any defect ante-dating the 
policy should crop up, the title insurance 
company would defend the title for your 
heirs just a s it would if you were alive. 
Or. if the property w as sold under a 
general w arranty deed and the purchaser 
was faced by a claim arising within the 
effective term of the policy, his action for 
recovery from you or your heirs would be 
taken over by the insurance company 
according to the term s of the policy issued. 


Do 
many 
peope 
actually 
lose 
their 
homes because of title defects? 
Not if they have title insurance. Title 
insurance com panies realize that it is most 
important to the homeowner to keep his 
home. Therefore, when an insured title is 
found to be defective, the title insurance 
company does everything 
possible 
to 
perfect the title. 
Most often it is necessary to purchase a 
claim ant's rights in the property and 
transfer them to the insured 
This is 
practically alw ays possible where only a 
partial interest is outstanding. 
Are All Titles Insurable? 
No indeed, title insurance firm s must 
turn down som e applications. Ju st as fire 
insurance com panies will not insure fire­ 
traps and life com panies will not insure 
seriously sick persons, title insurance 
com panies will not insure a “ sick " title. 
This is one of the great values of title in­ 
surance service.If the title is uninsurable, 
it is in such a “ sick " state that a prudent 
buyer would not want it. If the contract 
m akes the sale dependent upon a good title 
being passed, the buyer need not purchase 
the property with an uninsurable title.

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Continued from Cage IO 
hazards in real estate titles which he 
cannot possibly discover with his most 
diligent search of the public records. For 
instance, he cannot be sure: that the 
m arital rights of all previous owners have 
been 
properly 
relinquished; 
that 
all 
m ortgages, judgm ents, etc., affecting the 
property have been properly indexed in 
the record room ; that there is no unknown 
heir of a form er owner who can appear to 
assert his claim. These are but a few of the 
m atters that crop up to defeat real estate 
titles. Among others are such things as 
fraud, duress, infancy, insanity, false 
personations, etc 
An attorney is not liable if you should 
suffer loss because of any of the “hidden 
defects” in a real estate title His liability 
extends only to losses caused by over­ 
sights or carelessness in his work. Then, 
too, it is limited by his ability to pay-and 
his life span. 
When I buy a home and have it financed, 
should I still have title insurance to 
safeguard my purchase? 
By all means. 
When I buy a home and the deed is 
recorded in a record room, would not that 
prove that I own the home I paid for? 
No, it is only evidence that you have 
taken over whatever rights the grantor 
had in the property, if, for instance, the 
deed into him was forged and he had no 
rights, he could not pass any on to you. He 
might, as another example, have made the 
driveway on the property a joint driveway 
by giving the next door neighbor the right 
to use it. In that case, he could not pass 
sole ownership of the driveway to you not 
m atter what the deed says. The recorded 
deed is public notice that you have taken 
over whatever rights the seller may have 
had in the property. 
Is title insurance as important as fire 
insurance? 


Yes, because your losses without title 
insurance can be greater than fire losses. 
If a house burns, the land is still there on 
which you may rebuild. If title to the 
property fails, you have nothing. That is 
why owner's title insurance is always 
written to cover the value of the house and 
lot. 
Does title insurance protect the safety of 
my investment and the security of my 
home? 
Yes, although title insurance cannot 
elim inate title defects any more than tire 
insurance eliminates fire. 
However: (I) Title insurance assures 
you of the best possible legal defense if 
your title is attacked and (2) Reimburses 
you up to the face amount of the policy if 
the title, or any part of it, should fail 
Why don’t we sec title losses reported in 
the newspapers? 
First, there is nothing spectacular about 
a title loss like there is about a fire or 
hurricane. And a title loss is not so im ­ 
mediate. A claim is made and then there is 
usually a long involved court action tilled 
with legal technicalities that newsmen 
find confusing and, so, uninteresting. The 
actual loss, established in the courts, may 
be even years after the claim is made 
against the title. 
Probably, within your experience you 
have known of the title loss-or a title 
dispute - a fight among heirs over a 
property or between neighbors over a 
boundary line. 
Are there several kinds of title in­ 
surance? 
There certainly are. First, there is the 
owner’s policy which the home purchaser 
needs for his protection. 
Then, there is the m ortgagee’s policy 
which protects only the mortgage-money 
lender Most financial institutions lending 
mortgage money on a wide scale insist 
upon mortgagee title policies for their 


protection Then there is a leasehold policy 
used prim arily by com m ercial and in­ 
dustrial organizations that rent property 
on long term leases. 
How much does title insurance cost? 
Because of local conditions varying 
prem ium 
ra te s 
a re 
e s ta b lis h e d - 
sometimes, prescribed by the state agency 
responsible for the proper operation of 
title insurance companies. However, the 
pure basic premium rate for owners title 
insurance varies within the narrow range 
of $3.50 to $5 per $1,000 of coverage. In 
some areas the “title insurance” rate 
quoted to the public is a combined charge 
for title examination and title insurance. 
Under any circum stances, this premium 
is payable only once. There is no further 
charge -- there is no recurring premium 
although the policy is effective for as long 
as the insured or his heirs have any in­ 
terest whatsoever in the p ro perty-and 
afterw ards so long as liability under any 
w arranty of title exists. 
Does the title insurance premium cover 
the fee for searching title? 
No’. However, in some areas a “package 
ra te ” is charged which includes the a t­ 
torney’s or abstracter’s search fee and the 
title insurance premium 
The entire “ package rate” is referred to 
as “title insurance.” 
It is well to rem em ber that if a title 
search fee is not shown as such on your 
closing statem ent, the “ title insurance” 
charge probably will include the search 
fee plus the title insurance premium. 
When I buy a home and protect it with 
title insurance, what happens in the event 
someone should challenge my ownership 
of the property five or IO years after 
purchase? 
You notify the title insurance company 
and, in acordance with the term s of the 
policy, it undertakes, at its expense, to 
defend the title, lf the claim reaches the 


co u rts, the title insurance com pany 
retains attorneys and bears all the ex­ 
pense of defending the suit. This is true 
regardless of your period of ow nership- 
whether it be a day or a generation-or 
more. 
Is title insurance protection available in 
the area where I pan to buy a home? 
Chances are it 
is. Title insurance 
companies insure properties throughout 
the United States, Candada. Puerto Rco 
and the Virgin Islands. 
What should I do in order to make sure 
the home I buy will be safeguarded with 
title insurance? 
Insist on title insurance from 
the 
beginning of the transaction. Your at­ 
torney will know how to obtain it. 
Why should I protect the home I buy 
with title insurance? 
Because, without title insurance you 
become a self-insurer. This is inadvisable 
unless you are in a financial position to 
lose the money you have invested in your 
home without upsetting your financial 
condition in any way. 
If the man I am buying from has title 
insurance why do I also need it? 
The first, and most obvious reason is 
that the previous owner could in a very 
short time do all sorts of things to en­ 
cum ber the title. Among other things, he 
could grant easem ents; construct im ­ 
provements and encroach on adjacent 
property; his deed into the new purchaser 
could be fatally defective because of 
forgery in incompetence or various other 
reasons. 
In addition, if a title defect arises ante­ 
dating the date of acquisition of the 
property by the grantor to you, you would 
have to take action against the grantor 
under the term s of his deed to you. In that 
case, as an insured, the title insurance
